COTTON DAMAGED FOURTH 


Ww. J. Brown, proprietor of the 
Elba Gin and Warehouse gin, 
and Oscar McCollough, promi- 
nent cotton grower, were dis- 
cussing the cotton situation on 
Wednesday morning. They were 
of the opinion that at least half 
of the cotton crop in this section 
had been picked and ginned be- 
fore the storm of last week and 
that the cotton remaining in the 
field had been damaged approxi- 
mately 25 per cent. 


Mr. Brown said he has been 
ginning 15 to 20 bales per day 
for the past several days, but 
the quality is considerably lower 
than before the storm which has 
lowered the price from 500 to 600 
point. The price of seed has also 
taken a tumble of about $10 a 
ton. He said that he is in hopes 
that a few days of good weather 
will improve prices and quality.

death, or is given by relatives, 

The arteries are kept living in a 
bath of nutrient fluids, but by quick 
freezing it may be possible to 
sank arteries for months or years. 

Arteries have been grafted suc- 
cessfully in animal experiments 
after having been kept frozen eight 
months, doctors report. 

The spare artery apparently 
doesn’t live in the body, surgeons 
said. Like a bone graft, it ap- 
parently is replaced by new 
growth from both ends of the liv- 
ing artery. The spare supplies a 
skeleton for this growth. 

Medical men have eye banks 
and bone banks, too.

He bounced off a porch roof 
on his way down and finally 
landed on concrete steps, miss- 
ing by inches a man who was 
entering the apartment house at 
the time, 

Examination at the hospital 
disclosed only bruises and the 
possible collar bone fracture. 
But Monty was placed in a safe- 
ty bed at the institution.

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Nephew of King Sells 
Estate to Pay Taxes 

LEEDS, England — Nobility 
throughout the world has been hav- 
ing a tough time of it for a number 
of years, for the most part finding 
themselves without people to rule 

In England, however, it is a little 
different. English nobility is finding 


it difficult to pay taxes. The latest | 


example is the Harl of Harewood, 
nephew of King George, who has 
been forced to sell a third of his 
ancestral estates at auction to pay 
inheritance taxes. 

Most of the happy buyers were 
his old tenants—farmers and trades- 
people. A total of 7,000 of his 22,900 
acres were sold to pay the taxes, 
amounting to approximately $2,196,- 
480. 

The Ear! told his tenants he would 
like to have them bid in the homes 
and fields they had rented. 

Mrs. Annie Mary Ridsale, 83, 
bought the cottage she had lived in 
40 years. When it was knocked down 
to her for $588, she said, ‘I am so 
happy I could walk home the 10 
miles to Leeds." 

The post office, with 6% acres, 
went for $7,420 and the shoemaker 
bought his shop for $168, 

One tenant paid $33,880 for two 
farms his family had worked on 
or around for 300 years. 

Single farms brought as much as 
$23,100 for 175 acres and a house. 
Two others were withdrawn from 
sale because bids were too low, A 
King George III period stone house 
dating from American Revolu- 
tionary times brought $5,880.
